THIS HOLY DAY 


This editor Wishes he could write to you 
many readers “just what is in his mind 
and heart this holy day, as the faint 
dawn of it breaks in thg,cagt and the 
paper ‘goes to press, bu ough more 
or less proficient in thegffse of language, 
he has no words adcequgffe- to express this 
meaning. j 

Oh, that the Christ whose birth we cele- 
brate this day was here among us all, and 
could appear in the tempest-tossed and 
war-torn countries of Europe with up- 
lifted hand and say, as He did unto the 
angry waves, ‘‘Peace—Be Still!’’ 

Oh, that He could also come among us 
all, and teach us His doctrine of the 
Fatherhood and God and Brotherhood of 
Man, and to leve our neighbor as our- 
selves, for that we do not do. 

When one reads of the frightful and 
almost continuous wars and unspeakable 
cruclties of ancient history, and then 
down to even one short century ago, one 
is impelled to doubt how a just God could 
ever condone such wickedness. And yet 
we found it still going on in the recent 
war, to some extent. We read of the 
greed and graft that ran rampant in early 
history, and looking around us we see 
pretty much the same thing. The Christ 
whose birth we celebrate today lashed the 
profiteers from the Temple—and_ the 
statistical evidence shows that over a 
thousand new millionaires were created in 
the United States alone during the past 
three years—nearly all of them the same 
class of profiteers whom He drove with a 
whip of knotted cords from His Temple. 

And yet, in spite of all; in spite of the 
greed of lnman nature, and all the wrong 
doing; in spite of all the sin and sorrow, 
these who stndy kuow that the world is 
getting better, and a majority of the peo- 
ple are gradually coming out of the dark- 
ness of ages into the light of civilization. 
It is slow, this improvement, oh, so slow, 
but none the less sure, and in time, a few 
more centuries hence, the change for the 
better will be much more noticeable than 
now. 

The bad that yet remains is not 
malicious. It is due partly because of 
ignorance and partly because of the 
rapid pace we are all endeavoring to keep 
up. As ignorance is dispelled by educa-

tion, enlightenment creeps in, and a big- 
ger mind and a

better understanding. 
he Pace,’’ though, is responsible for 


much of the sin and wrong, and likely in 
time that, too, will become modified, as 
““common sense” becomes more common. 

People’s hearts and inclinations are in 
the right place, and that fact, coupled 
With the gradual attainment of education 
ahd enlightenment, and the slowing down 
of ‘‘the pace,’? will eventually bring us 
all out of the darkness of selfishness, of 
bigotry, of superstition and of greed, into 
the light of kindness, charity, beneyo- 
lence, love of neighbor, self-sacrifice, ex- 
emplified by the Babe in the manger of a 
lowly stable in Judea, ‘ 

Yes, it must be so. People are getting 
better, and the world, even in the face of 
seeming to the contrary. This is ex- 
emplified right here in Richmond, where 
there are no very poor, and where those 
who have been seeking opportunities to 
bestow Christmas charities are ten times 
in excess cf these upon whom it ean be 
bestowed. The News knows of dozens 
who have sought in vain for persons or 
families whom old Santa Claus might 
overlook, so they could take his place. 
We had a few such experiences ourself 
during the past few days. 

In this connection we respectfully sub- 
mit that when a fellow has reason to be 
thankful himself, and looks around for 
somebody to help out a little—somebody 
whom Santa Claus was going to overlook 
in the rush—and ean’t find any such per- 
son, it certainly proves beyond and pos- 
sible doubt that the people of that com- 
munity are generous and have much more 
good in them than evil. Such a people 
are not going backward, or standing: still 
they are going forward: and toward the 
light. . 

And we have no doubt but what our 
little community here is a fair sample of 
every other community in the United 
States of America, and doubtless else- 
Where, And so we say the world and the 
people, Lord bless ’em all, are getting 
better. It must be so. IT IS SO! 

Personally this seribe feels very thank- 
ful this Christmas day, and hopes every- 
body clse likewise has much to be thank- 
ful for.

* WHEREAS, the Council of the City 
of Richmond did on the 27th day of 
October, 1919, duly pass ita Resolut- 
ion of Intention No, 361 to cnange 
and establish certain curb grades, and 
WHEREAR, the sata Resolution was 
published in the Richmond News, the 
newspaper in which the official not- 
ices of the City Council of the City 
of Richmond are printed and pub-

designated in said resolution, in the 
manner and for the time required by 
law, and WHEREAS, notices of the 
passage of said Resolution of Intent- 
jon were conspicuously posted in the 
manner and at the time required. by 
law; and WHEREAS, more than 
thirty days have elapsed since the 
first publication of the notice of the 
passage of said Resolution of In-| 
tention; and WHEREAS no objection 
or objections to said proposed change, 
of grade have been filed with the 
Clerk of this Council:
